Forced to a realization of impending peril in French 
and British progress southwest of Valenciennes and by 
Americans south of Sedan, Germany's shattered armies 
are in rapid retreat from the Belgian frontier to the Aisne 
river, a front of eighty-five miles. So rapid is the retire­ 
ment that it is difficult to determine the exact location of 
the contending forces. British forces have cleared the 
barrier of Mormal forest and threaten to drive a wedge 
between Mons and Maubeuge. 
To the south the French have launched an attack that 
forced the enemy back from three to four miles while 
along the Meuse Americans cooperating closely with the 
French to the westward* overcame stubborn enemy re­ 
sistance and advanced along the Sedan-Longuyon rail­ 
road.

The text of the president’s note, 
made public through Secretary of 
State Lansing, follows: 
“I have the honor to request you 
to transmit the following communi­ 
cation to the German government: 
“In my note of October 23, 1918, 
I advised you that the president had 
transmitted his correspondence with 
the German authorities to the gov­ 
ernments with which the government 
of the United States is associated as 
a belligerent, with the suggestion 
that if those governments were dis­ 
posed to accept peace upon the terms 
and principles indicated, their mili­ 
tary advisers and the military advis­ 
ers of the United States be asked to 
submit to the government associated 
against Germany'the necessary terms 
of such an armistice as would fully 
protect the interests of the people in­ 
volved and insure to the associated 
governments the unrestricted power 
to safeguard and enforce the details 
of peace to which the German gov­ 
ernment had agreed, provided they 
deem such an armistice possible from 
the military point of view.’ 
“The president is now in receipt 
of a memorandum of observations by 
the allied governments on this corres­ 
pondence, which is as follows: 
“ The allied 
governments 
have 
given careful consideration to tho 
correspondence which has passed be­ 
tween the president of the United 
States and the German government. 
Subject to the qualifications which 
follow they declare their, willingness 
to make peace with the government 
of Germmany on the terms of peace 
laid down in the prc&ident’s address 
to congress of January, 1918, and 
the principles of settlement enunci­ 
ated in his subsepuent addresses. 
They must point out, however, that 
the clause relating to what is usu­ 
ally described as the freedom of the 
seas, is opeir to various interpreta­ 
tions, some of which they could not 
accept. They must*, therefore, reserve 
to themselves complete freedom on 
this subject when they enter the 
peace conference.* 
“Further, in the 
conditions of 
peace laid down in his address to 
congress of January 8, 
1918, the 
president declared that invaded ter­ 
ritories must be restored as well as 
evacuated and freed, the allied gov­ 
ernments feel that no doubt ought 
to be allowed to exist as to what this 
provision implies. By it they under­ 
stand that compensation will be made 
by Germany for all damage done to 
the civilan population of the allies 
and their property by the aggression 
of Germany by land, by sea and from 
the air. 
I am instructed by the president 
to say that he is in agreement with 
the interpretation set forth in the 
last paragraph of the memorandum 
above quoted. I am further instruct­ 
ed by the president to request you 
to notify the German government 
that Marshal Foch has been author­ 
ized by the government of the Unit­ 
ed States and the allied governments 
to receive properly accredited rep­ 
resentatives of the German govern­ 
ment and to communicate to them the 
terms o* an armistice. 
“Accept, sir, the renewed assur­ 
ance of my highest consideration. 
’Signed, 
ROBT. LANSING.”

Bower said he thought there were

It is not very probable 
that they will ever be molested much 
by the outside world for Victoria 
Land is far off the usual run of 
traders and whalers go into the Arc- 
tic no longer. 


Bower has served on whaling ves- 


sels in many parts of the north, and 
until this r-ecent return to the states 
had not been out of the Arctic for 
five years. 
On Stefasson's last trip 


he was steward on the schooner Pol- 
ar Bear which Stefansson used for a 
time. Stefansson took Bower into 
the "blond Eskimo" country.

They are 
aborig- 


ines living up in the white Arctic on 
Victoria Land in their .primeval state 
absolutely untouched by the outside 
world's civilization. They are com- 
pletely out of contact with every- 
thing and, cor£etjuouC.i.v, 'have -none 
of our improvements and also none 
of our evils." 


W. J. Bower, 
known along the 


Arctic coast as "Levi" Bower, one of 
the very few men who 'have gone 
from the outside into the ;far north- 
ern almost I'abled land of the "blond 
Eskimos" thus described them when 
he was here recently. 


"And 
I don't think it was Stefans- 


aon who first found them," Bower as- 
serted. Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, re- 


turned 
Canadian Arctic explorer, 


who has becu -credited with discov- 
ering the st.range tribe, agrees with 
Bower that he did not find them 
first. He does, however, claim that he 
made the first study of the tribe and 
brought back to the outside world 
the first report of its existence. 


According to Stefansson and Bow- 


er, a captain, Klinkerberg, master of 
the whaling schooner Olga in 1905 
pushed northwest to Victoria Land 
where ho found the blond tribe. On 
his' return to the whaling base at 
Herechel Island, an Arctic ocean 
point, he told of his findings. Stefan- 
sson, then at Herschel, heard 
kenberg's 
story 
and immediately 


went to Victoria where he made a 
study of the natives. 


Bower claimed the "blond Eski- 


mos" 
are really 
blond. Stefansson 


does not go that far Tnit says they 
have light gray, almost blue eyes and 
few have light -hair and eyebrows. 
Bower pointed out that the "blond" 
natives have round full eyes while 
the other Eskimos of the far north 
have the slant eyes of Asiatics. 


'It looks as if the 'blond Eskimos' 


come" from early Greenlanders, or 
Scandinavian stock of some kind," 
Bower said. "I know they, are not 
halt white and half Eskimo because
